Parliament  Conveninf^  in  Serious  Times 


OPENING  of  the  new  session  of  Parlia- 
ment at  Ottawa  today  will  give  the 
Federal  Government  fresh  opportunity 
of  stating  what  arc  the  policies  upon  wiilch 
this  nation  will  rely  in  the  present  difficult 
times.  The  Administration  should  take  ad- 
vantage of  that  not  only  to  state  the  pro- 
gram fully^  but  also  to  sound  out  public 
opinion  in  those  instances  where  to  move 
« *fectively  will  depend  upon  the  united  co- 
operation of  this  nation.  Parliament  is  the 
oldest  and  the  best  sounding-board  for  any 
such  discussion;  and  it  is  there  that  the 
Government  should  go  for  a real  and 
thorough  review  of  its  policies. 

Parliament  must  also  do  its  part.  If  there 
ever  was  a time  in  the  history  of  this  na 
tion  when  there  were  vital  and  pressing 
issues  to  be  discussed,  it  Is  now.  The  defence 
of  the  nation  is  high  on  that  list.  So  is 
Canada's  participation  in  the  Atlantic 
Pact  and  Its  direct  obligations  under  the 
United  Nations.  There  Is  expanded  defence 
production  to  deal  with  on  one  hand,  and

stone  British  Columbia  has  hung 
around  its  own  neck,  continue  to  cause  con- 
cem  to  Finance  Minister  Anscomb.  In  an 
address  last  night  Mr.  Anscomb  declared 
that  the  Province’s  social  security  program 
had  gone  far  enough,  and  that  the  time 
had  come  to  give  more  thought  to  the  tax- 
payer’s pocket  before  attempting  to  make 
any  further  advances  in  that  direction.  It 
was  a warning  that  he  has  sounded  in  the 
Legislature  every  session  since  he  became 
Minister  of  Finance. 

The  fact  that  British  Columbia's  per 
capita  tax  burden  far  exceeds  that  of  any 
other  Province  in  Canada  supports  Mr. 
Anscomb’s  argument.  It  is  the  increasing 
cost  of  maintaining  expanded  programs 
coming  under  the  broad  heading  of  social 
services,  rather  than  accelerated  develop- 
ment of  resources,  that  has  been  mainly 
responsible  for  putting  the  Province  in  this 

There  Is  No  Problem  Here 

There  is  a suggestion  in  an  Ottawa 
dispatch  that  the  problem  of  the  double 
veteran  presents  a poser  for  the  De- 
partment of  Veterans'  Affairs.  The  double 
veteran  Is  the  man  who  served  In  the  World 
War,  received  his  rehabilitation  benefits 
after  he  returned,  and  is  now  serving  again 
In  the  Korean  Special  Force.  Since  the 
special  force  is  to  receive  similar  benefits 
after  demobUlzation  this  means  the  double 
veteran  will  be  rehabilitated  twice. 

Why  this  should  be  a problem  Is  not  easy 
to  see.  The  double  veteran  will  earn  both 


]x>sltlon.  Mr.  Anscomb  contends  that  the 
total  sum  spent  on  social  services  is  out  of 
proportion  to  the  amount  the  Government 
spends  on  development.  He  sa>'8  that  un- 
less there  Is  more  rapid  expansion  of  basic 
industries,  “finally  we  will  come  to  the  end 
of  the  road  and  there  will  not  be  sufficient 
revenue  to  take  care  of  these  social  costs  '' 
It  may  be  true,  as  the  Progressive  Con- 
servative leader  has  been  at  pains  to  point 
out,  that  British  Columbia  has  allowed  the 
people  to  lean  too  heavily  on  the  Govern- 
ment; but  decrying  a trend  does  not  relieve 
him  personally  of  a share  of  responsibility 
for  the  policies  which  have  encouraged  it. 
Mr.  Anscomb  is  in  a peculiar  political  situa- 
tion. Outside  the  Legislature  he  pubHcly  de- 
plores measures  which,  as  Minister  of 
Finance  In  a Coalition  Government, 
he  either  introduced  in  the  House  or 
gave  tacit  support.  This  inconsistency 
weakens  all  his  arguments  for  economic 
readjustment.

If  large 
additional  sunu  arc  to  be  levied  by  taxa- 
tion, Parliament  must  be  given  all  of  the 
answers  and  not  asked  for  a cheque  in 
blank.  In  short,  Parliament  must  be  con- 
sulted; and  this  time  it  must  live  up  to  its 
prerogatives,  if  it  is  not  to  become  a mere 
rubber  stamp. 

When  ail  has  been  con.iidered,  there  will 
be  a long,  serious  and  important  task  before 
this  nation  which  only  the  future  can  work 
out.  If  Canada  goes  Into  the  next  few  years 
without  the  full  and  understanding  co- 
operation of  its  citizens  It  will  be  critlcaily 
weak  at  a time  when  there  Is  very  urgent 
need  of  It  being  united  and  strong.  The 
Government  can  secure  that  co-operation 
only  by  making  plain  a realistic  and 
prudent  program,  by  asking  the  help  of 
Parliament  In  improving  it  wherever  need 
be,  and  finally  by  carrying  out  these 
policies  with  firmness  and  without  devia- 
tion. There  Is  the  task,  and  in  It  every 
Canadian  not  only  can,  but  also  must  play 
his  part.

Dr.  McPherson  bandied  It  admirably. 
He  Just  took  Bums  off  his  literary 
pedestal  and  discussed  him  in  natural, 
human  terms.  Burns  was  a genius, 
and  his  gifts  foreshadowed  his  acuons, 
but  he  was  first  of  all  a man.

Bevan^s  New  Role

London.— It  has  taken  the  British 
public  a little  time  to  digest  the 
ministerial  changes  made  recently  by 
Prime  Minister  Attlee,  and  one  or  two 
somewhat  unexpected  streams  of  opin- 
ion which  have  become  noticeable  are 
worth  recording. 

The  Labor  attitude  generally  is  one 
of  unquestioning  approval.  Even  the 
Jolt  given  to  the  right  wing  and  to 
Che  centre  section  of  Che  Labor  Party 
by  the  appointment  of  Aneurln  Bevan 
to  the  key  Ministry  of  Labor,  thus 
bringing  the  left  wing  of  the  party 
into  the  Innermost  councils  of  the 
Government,  has  received  practically 
no  eritleism  in  the  Labor  press. 

It  is  the  Liberal  Party  frame  of  mind 
in  connection  with  these  changes  of 
ministers  which  U interesUng.  Hith- 
erto. the  Liberal  spokeinirn.  or  most 
of  them,  have  been  as  uncompromis- 
ing tn  their  comment  of  the  Labor 
Government  as  the  Tories  and,  in 
fact,  there  are  many— wrongly,  in  the 
opinion  of  this  correspondent — who 
•ay  that  nowadays  the  poUUcal  labels 
of  Tory  and  Liberal  are  Interchange- 
able. Now.  however,  one  hears  In  the 
Liberal  camp  warm  approval  of  these 
Cabinet  appointments,  and  Bevan— 
surety  as  red  a rag  as  ever  enraged 
a Liberal  bull— is  described  by  The 
Manchester  Guardian  as  the  best 
choice  the  Prime  Minister  could  make 
from  the  material  at  his  command 
and  as  a minister  who  will  not  be 
without  courage  to  rebuke  unreason- 
able strikers.  Verily,  the  wheel  has 
turned  full  circle.

U is  loo  early  to  nuke  any  assump- 
tion on  what  this  new  Ubersl-Labor 
friendship  may  Imply,  but  It  is  surely 
permissible  to  say  that  the  handful 
of  Liberals  In  the  House  of  Commons 
may  be  recasting  their  views  and  may 
perhaps  have  their  eyes  turned  toward 
the  Government  lobby  when  vital  divi- 
sions next  occur  in  the  House. 


To  some  extent  the  transfer  of 
Bevan  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
that  of  Labor  U a face-saving  piece  of 
machinery.  Por  some  time  past  Bevan 
has  been  trying  to  shake  himself  free 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  where 
the  dejiarunenU  of  both  housing  and 
health  have  been  in  a shocking  mess. 
Last  year  it  was  said  with  some  aulb- 
orlty  that  Bevan  wanted  one  of  the 
secretaryships  of  siau.  the  Foreign 
Office  or  the  Colonial  Office.  Now.  on 
hie  transfer  to  the  Ministry  of  Labor, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  has  been  en- 
tirely recast.  In  fact.  It  has  become  a 
Ministry  of  Health,  as  Us  name  im- 
plies, and  nothing  more.

ilVhether  Bevan  will  make  a success 
of  the  Job  as  Labor  Minister  remains 
to  be  seen.  He  Is  undoubtedly  a cap- 
able man,  but  he  has  almost  a genius 
for  rubbing  people  the  wrong  way,  for 
antagonising  hJs  staff  and  for  saying 
things  that  are  remembered  years 
after  words  uttered  by  other  ministers 
In  the  heat  of  poiuteal  controversy 
have  been  forgotten.  He  is  the  chief 
Government  mouthpiece  of  class  divi- 
sion and  now  be  has  become  the  Cab- 
inet's mouthpiece  for  class  unity.  How 
far  he  will  be  able  to  reconcile  his  per- 
sonal character  with  his  duties  as 
Labor  Mlnlsttr  is  a question. 

One  thing  is  certain.  Bevan  will  have 
to  arouse  the  men  and  women  of  this 
nation  to  the  requirements  of  the 
fighting  services  and  to  the  grave 
needs  of  the  industries  which  cater 
for  defence.  This  will  require  a great 
measure  of  persuasiveness,  a larger 
ration  of  reasonableness  than  Is  ac- 
corded to  the  average  human  being 
and  a capacity  io  make  friends  with 
all  classes  of  the  population.  This 
country  hu  not  forgotten  that  half 
Us  inhabitants  were  called  ‘'vermin'* 
by  Sevan,  who  has  never  qualified 
that  statement  and  who  apparently 
•till  thinks  that  half  hts  fellow  Britons 
are  noxloue  animals. 


Shortsighted  and  Unwise 


(From  The  Toronto  Telegram) 


WHEN  the  Palbsri  of  Confedera- 
Uon  framed  the  B N A Act  they 
reatrleud  the  provincial  legtalatures 
to  raUlng  money  by  direct  taxaUon, 
but  to  the  Dominion  Parliament  there 
waa  given  the  power  to  levy  either 
direct  or  indirect  taxes.  The  Federal 
Income  tax  is  a direct  levy.  The  8 per 
cent  Federal  ealee  tax,  the  excise  taxes 
and  customs  duties  are  ail  forms  of 
Indirect  or  hidden  taxes,  which  the 
provinces  are  now  forbidden  to  Im- 
pose. If  they  wish  to  raise  revenue  on 
retail  sales  of  merchandise  they  may 
do  It  by  a direct  method. 

In  their  search  for  additional 
•ources-of  revenue.  sources  which  may 
not  be  ao  easily  seen  by  the  public, 
several  of  the  provinces  have  asked 
for  an  amendment  to  the  BNA.  Act 
which  would  give  them  the  right  to 
Impose  indirect  taxee— a bidden  pro- 
vincial sales  tax  for  liuFanee— and  the 
Dominion  cabinet  ecems  to  be  pre- 
pared to  approre  legislation  of  IhU 
character 


Objections  to  such  a change  out- 
weigh any  possible  advantages.  In 
principle  all  Indirect  taxation  la  bad 
for  It  hides  the  amount  of  tax  In  the 
prlee  of  the  article  from  the  eye  of 
the  purchaser.  If  the  provinces  ware 
given  power  to  Impose  Indirect  taxa- 
tion they  would  probably  pul  on  sales 
taxes  which  would  duplicate  the  pres- 
ent 8 per  cent  Federal  sales  tax.  This 
would  add  to  the  cost  of  living  The 
provincial  sales  taxes  might  vary  In 
rale  and  as  to  the  mtrchandlae  taxed, 
leading  to  tremendous  confusion  for 
companies  doing  business  In  several 
provinces.  Hiding  the  tax  In  the  price 
of  the  article  would  invite  greater  ex- 
travagance by  provincial  governments. 

The  Federal  and  provincial  govern- 
ments have  recognised  the  ondeslra- 
bilUy  of  duplication  tn  direct  taxes. 
Individual  incoms  and  corporation 
taxes,  which  makes  It  all  the  more 
strange  that  they  abould  be  propoalog 
a change  in  the  constitution  that 
would  lead  to  duplication  and  over- 
lapping In  Indirect  taxaUon.  It  would 
be  ahort-sigbUd  and  unwise.
